WasHINGTON, March 10.—[Specia].]—The 
young lawyers in Georgia who would like to 
earn the six dollarsa day as abstractors of farm 
mortgages for the census, are not,, by ally 
means, few.

Buck has, how- 
ever, gobbled them all up, and Superintendent 
of Census Porter ~has simply informed the 
Georgia congressmen that these offices belong 
to Buck, and no one but Buck will be heeded. 

However, the three hundred letters that 
have come to the Georgia congress- 
man, one or more from every coun- 
ty in the state, is a _ splendid 
evidence of the superiority of Tas Constiru 
TION as an advertising medium. The South 
Carolina, Alabama and Florida young lawyers 
have also written letters by the score to their 
congressmen, each announcing that the writer 
had heard of these places through Tur Con- 
STITUTION. One member received forty-one 
letters of application Saturday morning. He 
was compelled to forego the pleasure of church 
yesterday on this account, and spent the day 
in answering letters and damning Tuer Con-

the census committee. He put in W. R. Thax- 
ton, from the sixth, in preference to_the other 
applicants. Pete Lawshe, as announced in 
Sunday’s CONSTITUTION, has been appointed 
for the fifth, or Atlantadistrict. Others were 
given out today. They are Jesse A. Glenn, of 
Dalton, for the seventh; Rev. W. J. White, 
(colored) of Augusta, for the tenth; Joseph 
McWhorter, of Oglethorpe county, for the 
eighth,and Iriby Hudson, of Harris county, 
fer the fourth. 

All of these were appointed upon Carpet- 
Bagger Buck’s recommendation. 

SOME MORE OFFICES TO GIVE OUT. 

Here is some more meat for Buck. Superin- 
tendent of Consus Porter has issued a circular 
today announcing that special agents would be 
appointed in certain cities to collect general 
statistics of manufacturers, and that these mat- 
ters will be entirely withdrawn from the 
enumerators in the cities named. They will 
be appointed by Superintendent Porter, and in 
Georgia, of course, upon Buck’s recomenda- 
tion. These are the cities in Georgia which 
are to have special men: Atlanta, Augusta, 
Athens, Rome, Columbus, Macon and Savan- 
nan. In Alabama: Huntsville, Birmingham, 
Mobile, Selma, Eufaula and Montgomery. In 
South Carolina: Greenville, Spartanburg, 
Columbia and Charleston. In North Caro- 
lina: Charlotte, Wilmington, Raleigh and 
New berne. 

REPUBLICAN DISCONTENT. 

The republican end of the ways and means 
committee is in a hopeless tangle on the sub- 
ject of the repeal of the tax to which the party 
stands pledged. Senator Allison’s interview, 
reported in these dispatches last Saturday, in 
which he pointed out the difficulty the repub- 
licans would have explaining the matter to the 
countryif they repealed the tobacco tax and 
cid not reduce the tariff on the necessaries of 
life, has alarmed them, and besides they fear 
that the enormous drains on the treasury would 
cause a big deficit if the tobreco tax shotild be 
repealed. They have, therefore, agreed to 
subinit the matter to the republican caucus. 

MR. GRIMES’S WOBK. 

Mr. Grimes appeared before the judiciary 
cominittee of the senate today, in favor of his 
bill for a federal court at Columbus. The bill 
has a most excellent chance of getting through. 
His public building bill will be finally passed 
by the house tomorrow, and will go to the 
senate. It will also, in all probability, pass 
that body, and the chances of both bills be- 
coming laws ata very early date, are almost 
assured. Indeed, Mr. Grimes has been in luck 
this congress, and if good work is recognized 
he will have a chance to do equally good work 

_in many congresses.

WAsHINGTON, March 10.—On motion of Mr. 
Owen, of, Indiana, the senate resolution was 
concurred in providing that the senate com- 
mittee on immigration and naturalization 
shall jointly investigate the working of the 
various laws of the United States and the sev- 
eral states relative to immigration from foreign 
countries. The jointresolution was so amend- 
ed as to direct the committee to investigate 
the effect on American working men,which 
is likely to follow the purchase of rican 
industries by foreign capitalists. A re-

“<@BNATOR STANFORD'S SCHEME. 

Mr. Stanford offered a preamble and resolu- 
tion instructing the committce on finance to 
inquire what relief for the existing agricul- 
tural depression may be furnished by the 
United States government and particularly

ON CHANGING SPEECMES. 

Mr. Hoar offered a resolution (which was 
agreed to) instructing the committee on rules 
to report a rule defining the extent to which 
senators shall be at liberty to revise their re. 
marks for publication in the Record. 

The bill appropriating $500,000 for a public 
building at Salt Lake city, Utah, was taken up 
and passed, Mr. Plumb withdrawing his amend- 
ment to reduce the amount to $400,000, 

On motion of Mr. Sherman, the bill reported 
by him from the committee on foreign rela- 
tions on the 5th inst., providing for an inspcec- 
tion of meats for exportation, prohibiting the 
importation of adulterated articles of food or 
drink, and authorizing the president to make 
proclamation in certain cases and for other 
purposes, was taken from the calendar. 

HIGGINS ON THE BLAIR BILL. 

The discussion of this bill was still in prog- 
ress at 2 o’clock, when the bill was laid aside, 
without action, and the educational bill was 
taken up as unfinished business. 

Mr. Higgins, of Delaware, addressed the 
senate in advocacy of the bill. He said that 
if the views which he took ofit were correct it 
was the most important measure now pending 
before congress. In saying that, he did not 
forget the important character of other meas- 
ures pressing for consideration—the adjust- 
ment of revenues to the needs of the govern- 
ment by a further revision of the tariff, the 
silver question, the question of seacoast de- 
fenses, and the enlargement of the navy. But 
the educational bill still, he thought, held its 
place at the fore. The conclusion was forced 
upon him from time totime that While this 
was a nation, composed of many states, the 
people were, in many and _ distressing 
respects, two peoples. The social struct- 
ure of the north had been founded 
on white free labor; that of the south on black 
slave labor, and the divergencies between the 
two sections, thus organized, had remained and 
continued till the present day. He regarded 
the mersure as one peculiarly within the scope 
of the national government as tending to the 
final cradication of those differences between 
the two sections, and to making of them not 
merely one nation but one people. The two 
sections were living today in different moral 
atmosphere, all growing out of those divergen- 
cies which were laid at the very 
foundation of government. And it seeme 
to him that they would not become 
one people until they became, in all respects, 
homeogenous, identical in character and in 
characteristics. Until that came to pass, there 
would continue to be those continual conflicts 
in which the country was seriously concerned. 
It seemed to him that, whether consciously or 
not, the south, when the rebellion was put 
down and slavery destroyed, had turned its 
back upon its past and had turned its face toa 
new future. Thisit had done involuntarily, 
by force of a higher power. 

After suffrage had been conferred upon the 
blacks, the south, as well as the north, was 
committed to the task and duty of educating 
all its citizens. Then the south had taken the 
first long stride towards the establishment of 
its position side by side with the north in the 
development of its industries, in the emanci- 

ation of its people from all incidents that had 

yeen the consequences and concomitants of 
slavery. ‘There was urged today against the 
bill, as the strongest argument that could be 
made against it, the splendid progress which 
the south had so readily made. Its mines, its 
manufactures, its railways, its banks, its, agri- 
culture—even its schools—were all brought u 
in the senate in order to show that the sout 
had so far progressed ; that it no longer needed 
any aid whatever from the nation. He did 
not concede that to be the case. In 
the agricultural state -of Virginia 
there was great distress among 
the farming communities. The same was the 
case in North Carolina, South Carolina, and in 
the agricultural portions of Georgia and Ala- 
bama. Throughout them all—throughout the 
south proper, which was callefi upon to settle 
the problem of education, the people had to 
depend to the outcome of, he would not say 
uncertain, but the certain, weakness of agri- 
cultural support alone. It seemed to him that, 
if the actual condition of those states was com- 
pared with the condition ef other states of the 
south, that were enjoying the benefits of de- 
velopment of manufactures and commerce, (to 
say nothing of comparing it to the great north) 
the enormous disadvantage would be seen un- 
der which they rested in meeting the problem 
of the education of the people, and of the re- 
moval of the mountain ofilliteracy. The bill 
*went. upon two t facts—that illiteracy ex- 
‘isted, and that the south was not possessed of 
means adequate to meet it. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, said that the gis- 
lature of his state had instructed her senators 
to vote against the bill, and he should obey 
these i ions. He had no diffienity, how- 
ever, as to its constitutionality, and the ques- 
tion of its passage was, he said, one not of 
principle but of experience.

A large force of men will go up, and if it is 
possible for the crevasse to be stopped, it will 
be done. Considerable water has come in 
already, but it is filling up the back country, 
and, so far, there isno waterin town. It will 
be a day or two before this place is flooded, if 
it is flooded at all. If the break is not stopped 
the water coming out through the crevasse 
will eventually fill up the Tensas river and 
overfiow Tensas district, there being no er 
tection between here and the crevasse. The 
river has not risen here today; but, as the rise 
continues, all the way above to Cairo, we can- 
not hope for a genuine decline there for a week 
or two. 


SWITCHMEN STRIKE. 


And For a Time There Was a Freight 
Blockade. 

Cuicaco, March 10.—The switchmen em- 
ployed in the yard ofthe Chicago and North- 
western railroad, between 200 and 400in num- 
ber, went on a strike this morning and as a 
result the local yards became blocked and all 
trains delayed. The men claim that Yard- 
master N. L. Brooks is unbearably overbear- 
ing in his actions toward them. They made a 
demand upon the company for his removal 
and asthe demand was not complied with 
they quit. A squad of twenty poligeemen was 
sent to the scene of trouble to prevent an out- 
break. Later—The company have acceded to 
the demands of the men. The objectionable 
foreman was transferred to another position 
and work was resumed. 

A SECOND 8TRIKE. 

The resumption of work, however, only 
lasted a very short time, when the men again 
strack, demanding the discharge of two other 
men,—James Ogden and Robert McCarroll,— 
who had made themselves obnoxious to the 
switchmen,. When the committee to notify 
General Superintendent Sanborn of the second 
demand appeared before him, he surprised 
them by informing them that Ogden and Mce- 
Carroll had alrea been discharged. It is 
thought now that the trouble is ended. The 
switch yards are crowded with freight. 

EXTENDS TO MILWAUKRE. 

MILWAUKEE, March 10.—All the switchmen 


employed here by the Chicago and Northwest- 


ern railroad, numbering about fifty, struck to- 


day in sympathy with and to support the 
switchmen who struck in Chicago. Master 
Workman Ford, of the Milwaukee brother- 
hood, was notified of the demands of Chicago, 
and asked to call out his men, which he did at 
once. The men stopped work even before 
they knew what the trouble was about. 
The trains were greatl delayed 
and by 6 o’clock there was a blockade. at the 
station here. The engineers, who were asked 
to help get trains out, refused. The striking 
switchmen hung around the yards, but made 
no demonstration further than to encourage 
the engineers in their refusal to move trains. 
Freight traffic was practically at a standstill. 
AT WORK AGAIN. 

At10o’clock tonight, on receipt of orders 
from Chicago, the strike was declared off, and 
he men quickly went to work. 

A STRIKE OF COTTON OPERATIVES. 

BALTIMORE, March 10.—A special to the Sun 
from Petersbnrg, Va., says teday.300 opera- 
tives employed in the Ettrick and Battersea 
cotton factories refused to work on account of 
the ten-hour system, which went into effect 
in Virginia today, and a reduction of 
ten per cent on their wages. 
The _ strike began with the fey 
hands. In consequence of the strike both fac- 
tories had to close. It is believed that the 
hands in all the cotton factories in and near 
Petersburg will strike on account of this new 
system, and the consequent reduction of ten 
per cent on their wages. Cloths made at these 
factories are shipped to Baltimore, New York, 
Philadelphia a other northern cities. 


A BRAVE GIRL’S ACT.

At5o’clock this afternoon Miss 
Lula was playing near the jail with some other 
children, when she happened to see a prisoner 
slide out of the jail through a newly made hole 
in the wall. The little Miss knew that would 
never do, so she ran quickly to the side of the 
jail and picked up a big stone.

; LOOKING FOR REINFORCEMENTS. 

The crowd here, it seems, expected an or- 
ganized party of two hundred from the upper 
partof this county and from North Carolina 
but these did not appear.

Nicholls took prompt measures to defend the 
jail, and had it made known to the crowd 
that he intended to protect his prisoner, 
whatever might be the consequences.

They rallied and parieyed 
and thir ned, and finally some of them went 
to the encampment grounds with a pair of 
mules, and took thence a twelve-pounder field

_ THE CAWNON SEIZED. 

The cannon h t been placed im positien 
when Mayor eman mounted the gun, 
ordered the crowd to disperse and directed 
his police to clear the street. This was 
done with little difficulty. The crowd then 
redueed to about seventy-five, meeting before 
the drawn revolvers of the five policemen 
Oné fellow resisted a little, and had to be 
pushed away from his position near the gun. 
Another was more obstreporous, and was taken 
to thé guard-house. / 

AN ATTEMPT TO DRAW PISTOLS.

THERE IS DANGER YET. 

The general belief is that the danger of an 
attack on the jail is sufficient to justify meas- 
ures of defense on the part of the sheriff. That 
officer, with a posse of picked men, well: 
armed, is now in the jail building. He 
says he means to defend the jail with 
his life, if necessary, and nobody who 
knows the man doubts his purpose. If the 
jail is attacked there will be bloodshed. 

The governor, on being informed of the 
trouble, telegraphed the sheriff to protect the 
prisoner, calling on the state troops if neces- 
sary. The sheriff replied that he intended to 
defend the jail, and could do so with his posse 
without calling on the military. 

TURNER’S SAFETY DISCUSSED. 

Opinions differ as to the course to be pursued 
with reference to the custody of Turner. Some 
fhink that for the sake of peace he had best 
be removed to some other jail, but the general 
feeling is that whatever his particular deserts, 
he should fine safety in the’ Spartanburg jail, 
and that any attack on it should be re- 


pelled, whatever the consequences. 


THE FEELING STRONG AGAINST HIM.

But the Democrats Carried Everything at 
Biddeford, Maine. 

BrppeForp, Maine, March 10..—There is 
great excitement here over the municipal 
election. One hundred special police and 
twenty-five deputy sheriffs are on duty. The 
votes of men whose naturalization papers were 
issued by the municipal court, in alleged vio- 
lation of law, are being challenged.

DEATH RATE IN THE MINES. 


A Frightful State of Affairs in the Corvict 
Camps. 

BigmMIncHAM, Ala., March 10.—[{Special.}— 
A serious state of affairs exists at the convict 
‘prison at Coalburg mines, nine miles from 
this city. Four hundred county convicts 
leased by the Sloss Iron and Steel company, 
are worked in the company’s coal mines at 
that place. Inspector W. D. Lee, of the state 
boned of convict inspectors, visited the prison 
yesterday and found sixty of the four hundred 
convicts in the hospital. Six deaths have oc- 
curred in two months, and several cases of 
typhoid fever and pneumonia among those 
now sick will probably prove fata]. Inspector 
Lee says the condition of the convicts now is 
much better than it was a short time ago. 
Recently there was an epidemic of dys- 
entery which caused many deaths. Eight of 
the patients are now in the hospital and_ suf- 
fering from this disease. The inspector was 
unable to discover the cause of so much sick- 
ness. The Sloss company’s contract with the 
state has several yearstorun, but the board 
of inspectors will take steps to improve the 
condition of the prison and reduce the fright- 
ful death rate among the convicts. 


THEY GOT OFF LIGHT. 


The Trial of the Ex-President and Secretary 
of the District of Memphis. 


Mempnis, Tenn., March 10.—The trial of 
ex-President Holden and ex-Secretary Pullen 
on two indictments charging larceny, embez- 
ziement and fraudulent breach of trust came 
to an end today. Holden was acquitted on all 
the counts. The jury found Pullen guilty on 
the first count and fixed his punishment 
days in the work-house. 
Judge DuBose, however, discharged 
the ex-secreta under the statute of 
limitation, the offense having been committed 
over three years ago, and Secretary Pullen 
was not a city official, and his case did not, 
therefore, come under the head of either lar- 
ceny orembezzlement. It was clearly shown 
that President Holden did not take the 
money, $10,000, but as the shortage occurred 
in the funds entrusted in his care, a civil suit 
may be brought to recover the money.

IN THE DEBATE ON GLADSTONE’S 
MOTION. 


SEXTON AND A CERTAIN LETTER. 


He Is Willing to Turn Over to a Committe 
of Inguiry—Defeat of Mei: Giadstene’s 
Motion. 


Lonpon, Marci: 10.—The house of commons 
agreed to the motion made by W.H. Smith, 
government leader in the house, to resumo de- 
bate on the motion asking the house to accept 
the report of the Parnell commission. 

A motion to resume debate was rendered 
necessary by the counting out of the house og 
Friday last during debate. 

Mr. Sexton protested against placing on the 
records of the honse the judge’s distorted and 
perverted views of evidence submitted te 
them. The conservatives,he said, were bound 
to accept Mr. Gladstone’s amendment as am 
act of moral restitution. 

Mr. Sexton was followed by Messrs. He 
worth and Gourley. 

Afterwards the debate languished, and 
finally Mr. Gladstone's amendment was re 
jected by a vote of 339 to 268. 

The Jennings amendment will be taken up 
tomorrow. 


In the course of his speech, Mr. Sexton said 
he had a letter marked “private” from Lord 
Salisbury to Pigott. 

BALFOUR DEFENDS SALISBURY. 

Mr. Balfour, rising, declared that a vileg 
calumny was never uttered than the insinua- 
tion that Lord Salisbury was connected with 
the forgeries. He had the prime minister’g 
authority to challenge Mr. Sexton to publish 
the lettor referred to, and he dared him te 
read it. . 

Mr. Sexton retorted that he was ready te 
snbinit the letter, and others with it, to a come. 
mittee of inquiry. 

Mr. Balfour, continuing, denied that the 
government assisted the Times to procure evi- 
dence in America. He accused the Parnellites 
of witholding from the commission every 
source of authentic evidence. The government 
made no charges against the Parnellites, and 
he failed to see why the government ought te 
apologize. Mr. Parnell had obtaimed damages, 
but had asked no spology from the Times. 
He (Balfour) would be the last to attempt te 
palliate the means employed to injure Mr. Par. 
nell. They naturally reacted in his favor. 
But Mr. Parnell himself was largely responsi- 
blefor their effect, because "hat the Par 
nellites adequately denounced the Phenix 
park murders, nobody would have discredited 
the leaders. He denied that any unionist 
member of -position had used the forged letters 
to make political capital. The Times had 
been guilty of eulpable credulity, but the Par- 
nellites were not less guilty in allowing sus- 
picious circumstances to point to their sympa- 
thy with rather than to their abhorrence 
crime.

JUDGE SPEER FINES LOFTON, 


The Deputy United States Marshal, Fifty 
Dollars for His Behavior. 


Macon, Ga., March: 10.—[Special.J—The 


action of Judge Speer inthe case of Jack 
Lofton, is to be commended. 

Lefton is the United States deputy marshal 
from Butts county, who was ordered to appear 
before Judge Speer and show cause why he 
should not be removed from effice on account 
of drunkenness and conduct unbecoming a 
gentleman and an officer of the government. 
Lofton is charged with being drunk and disor- 
derly and drawing his pistol on others. 

His behavior was reported to Judge Speer, 
and his honor ordered Lofton to be arraigned 
in court to answer the charges. The investi- 
gation has been going on at intervals for sev- 
eral days. 

Judge Speer is resolved that the deputy 
marshals under his jurisdiction shall behave 
themselves in an orderly and respectful man- 
ner, arid give the people no cause for com- 
plaint. He desires to make well nigh impos- 
sible the enacting in his district of so horrible 
a tragedy as that in which Deputy Marshal 
Saunders fost his life in Florida. 

In so praiseworthy an effort Judge Speer 
will be sustained by the people of Georgia. It 
is rare indeed that a state officer is resisted, 
and when resistance is givento an officer of 
the United States government it is because of 
the overbearing and domineering manner of 
said official. Some deputy marshals think 
there are privileded characters to do as they 
please, and can violate state and municipal 
laws With impunity. Such presumptiou some- 
times producos a clash, and the deputy mar- 
shial is frequently the worst sufferer. 

The action of Judge Speer in the Lofton 
case is apt to make misbehaving deputies mend 
their ways, and teach them that orderly con- 
duct is an‘essential to their retaining office. 

Judge Speer today fined the deputy marshal 
fifty doUars for contempt and disorderly con- 
duct, and told him that if it had not been for 
the fact that he had made a good officer in the 
past, he would have ordered his removal from 
office. a

The White People of High Shoals Do Not 
Want Him, and Will Aid Him ina

The Extension to Newnan. 

Of all proposed extentions in the state, the 
extension of the Columbus and Rome, from 
Greenville to Newnan, has been most talked 
about. 

From Columbus to Greenville, the present 
terminus, is fifty miles. The road is a three 
feet gauge. 

About twenty-six miles more would carry 
the road to Newnan, where connection would 
be had with the West Point and also with the 
Savannah, Griffin and North Alabama. It 
would’ make, too, the shortest line possible be- 
tween Atlanta and Columbus. The twenty- 
six miles extension, through Mariwether and 
Coweta, would traverse a splendid country, 
aud the refusal to extend, judging by the way, 
is inexplicable. f 

A prominent railroad constructor said a few 
days ago: 

“The trouble is simply that it would cost ds 
much to change the gauge as it would to build 
an entirely new line.’’ 

“How is that?” 

“A change of gauge would call fora general 
change of grade, to say nothing of the ordinary 
expenses incident tosuch a change. To extend 
it to Newnan as a narrow gauge is out of the 
If extended at all it would be as a

broad gauge.’ 

He also believed that within a few yearsa 
road would be built from Columbus to New- 
nan—a broad gauge—over the right-of-way of 
the Columbus and Rome. 

A prominent official of the road was asked 
if the extension was contemplated now. 

‘“‘Nothing,”’ he replies by letter, ‘Shas been 
done towards the extension.” 


The Greenville Matter. 

“T noticed in THE CONSTITUTION yesterday,”’ 
remarked Jast night a gentleman prominently 
identified with the Macon and Birmingham, 
‘‘a statement to the effect that the route 
through Greenville could be demonstrated to 
be as easy and of as light grades as the one be- 
low. 

“‘That.’’ he continued, ‘‘strikes me as 
rather a bold assertion, for Our chief engineer, 
before the railroad committee of the last legis- 
lature stated that it would cost one hundred 
thousand dollars to change the road and run 
through Greenville. Now, as the taxable 
property of Greenville is only eighty-five 
thousand dollars, don’t you think it would be 
less expensive for us to move the town to the 
railroad than the road to the town? 
It is the fault of the people of Green- 
ville that we did not locate through their city. 
If they had located yarn milis, cotton and oil 
mills, guano factories and the like, they would 
have created freights, and there would have 
been something for us to go after. They have 
cone but little to build up their town, and are 
now trying to force us tospend our money to 
co that which they might have done, and go 
out of our way to haul that which they buy 
and sell to the planters who live along our 
proposed route. 

“While we might greatly benefit the people 
of Greenville by going through the town, 
would it not be a great hardship to the people 
of Macon, LaGrange and those who live in the 
counties through which we run to make them 
pay for this incteased mileage? When we 
ship our cotton, fruits and lumber to the west, 
we must pay freights on this increased mileage. 
When we travel over the road, we 
must go out of our way, and 
for what? In order that a few people in a little 
town, who have not a dollar in the road, may 
be benefitted. Isit right that we should, by 
the law’s delay, be forced to do that from 
which we get no benefit? We are not wreck- 
ers who have come into the state toe take out of 
it the property of the people, but developers, 
creators of value, who would like to see 
every man in it a man of wealth, 
knowing that the richer the people are, 
the greater our earnings will be. We are try- 
ing to build the road by the most direct route 
to Birmingham, and the law should protect us 
and give us the right to build where our best 
judgment dictates, and not allow a few men 
to stop our work and perhaps lose us thou- 
sands of dollars, simply because they are dis- 
pleased at what we are doing.’’

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CONSCRIPTING HORSES 


THE TASK OF 
INATLANTA. 


The Lookout Mountain Fight—A Suit of War 
Clothes of Many Colors—Incidents of 


Water VALLey, Miss., March 6.—I have 
just read the article copied from THe AT- 
LANTA ConstiTUTION, headed ‘Walthall’s 
Brigade,” by J. L. D,, March 5. Permit a 
member of the Twenty-ninth Mississippi regi- 
ment to add a few additional incidents m the 
history of this organization. . 

After Bragg’s retreat from Shelbyville, and 
the long and tedious march over the moun- 
tains to Chattanooga, the soldiers of the brig- 
ade hailed with joy the transfer to Atlanta, for 
it was about the only ‘‘safe thing” they had 
had so far during tlie war. The brigade ar- 
rived in Atlanta® one Sunday even- 
ing in July, 1673, over the West. 
ern and Atlantic railroad, and went 
into camp about one mile southwest from the 
union depot. There was but little to do for 
many weeks, except the company 4rill in the 
morning and the regimental or brigade drill in 
the evening. The people of Atlanta were kind 
and hospitable, and the veteran soldier was in 
ecstacies ; plenty to eat and good clotes to wear, 
he had no care to worry him. But one day 
there came a change over the spirit of kindly 
feelings om the part of the ‘citizens 
of Atlanta. Bragg’s army at Chattanooga 
needed lorses, and badly, too, and s0 
Walthall’s brigade was delegated to fur- 
nish a Jarge number from its vicinity, There 
was only one way to do it, and that was to 
press them into service. The brigade was 
marshaled into line one fine morning, and 
with bands playing and banners flying to the 
breeze, marched through the unsuspecting city 
to the eastern suburbs. There the regiments 
were deployed and formed a perfect cordon 
around the town. Squads of soldiers were 
detailed to go through the streets, to the 
stables, _in fact anywhere a_ horse 
could be found and to press the four- 
footed animal into service. When the 
horse owners of Atlanta realized what was up; 
there was a break for the country, but, alas for 
them, they were met on the outskirts of town 
by the line of pickets and their horses confis- 
cated. This work went on two days, and several | 
hundred horses were gathered in and sent to | 
the general rendezvous. There were many in- 
cidents connected with this raid on Atlanta, 
both laughable and sad. A merchant on White- 
hall street, to save his animal, placed him 
on an elevator and lowered him into the 
basement, but he was found and_ brought 
to the surface and in a few days wasin at the 
battle of Chicamauga. Others hid their horses 
in parlors or portions of the honse. The sol-. 
diers on the picket line let many horses escape, 
particularly ifa lady had them in charge. They 
could stand bullets, but not the pleadings and 
tears of a pretty woman. After this unpleas- 
ant episode connected with the brigade’s visit 
to Atlanta, it was soon ordered to the front 
and in a few days more was amidst the roar of 
artillery and rattle of musketry engaged in 
the carnival of death on the battle-field of 
Chicamauga.

Cotton Consumption. 

The New York Financial Chronicle brings 
its review of the overland movement and 
consumption of cotton down to March 1, 
six months of the e¢rop

covering the first 
year. 

The movement of cotton has been fairly 
liberal, both by the overland routes and 
through the ports, but the aggregate amount 
which has come ihto sight during the month 
is somewhat less than in the corresponding 
month of 1889. There is, however, a sub- 
stantial gain compared with 1888. North- 
ern spinners have not taken cotton in Feb- 
ynary as freely as in that month a year ago, 
so that now the gainin their takings com- 
pared with 1888-89 only 35,961 bales, 
whereas at the close of January it was T7,- 
$43 bales. 

The gross overland movement in February 
jas been 157,037 bales, or but 806 bales less 
than for the same moftth in 1889. Compared 
with 1888, however, there is a gain of nearly 
fifty thousand bales, the total then being 
100.515 bales. For the season to date the 
excess over last year is 59,485 bales, and 
contrasted with 1887-88 it reaches 76,605 
bales. ‘The net for the month exhibits a 
Joss from 1889 of 12.916 bales, being 77,486 
bales, against 90,402 bales. The aggregate 
for the six months records a gain in com- 
parison with a year ago of 15,520 bales, but 
falls 21,241 behind the result for 
T&87-S8. 

The receipts at the shipping ports show a 
falling off from the month of 1889 of 51,157 
bales, but exhibit an excess over 1888 of 68,- 
770 bales, the month's figures being 410,044 
bales, 461,201 bales and 341,274 bales re- 
spectively in the three years. The total for 
the season to date, however, continues in 
excess of any result heretofore recorded. 

The exports to foreign ports during Feb- 
mnary, While less liberal than during the 
eorresponding month of last year, have 
nevertheless been quite free, reaching 451.- 
30> bales, a decline from 1889 of 37,860 
bales, but an increase contrasted with two 
years ago of 39,177 bales. 

‘The aggregate for the six months exhibits 
avery heavy gain when compared with 
either of the two preceding years. Port 
stocks and those at the ‘interior towns are 
appreciably less than at the like date in 1889, 
but the deficiency is not so great as at the 
end of January. | 

The southern consumption since Septem- 
ber 1 has been 331,000 bales, against 525,000 
in 1888-89, and 300,000 in 1887-88. The 
amount of cotton marketed since September 
1 in 1889-90 is 486,888 bales more than in 
1888-89 and 503,184 bales more than in 
1887-88, 

Northern spinners had up to March |] 
taken 1,551,753 bales, an increase over the 
corresponding period of 1888-89 of 35,961 
bales and an increase over the same time in 
1887-88 of 150,891 bales. 

The Chronicle's figures show that the 
movement up to March 1 of the present year 
is 457,425 bales more than in 1888-89 and 

,719 bales greater than in 1887-88.

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Not in Favor of It. 

THE CONSTITUTION yesterday suggested 
that the republicans of; Vermont would be 
giad to see the south under negro rule. 

During the day, the editdrial rooms were 
visited by a Vermonteyy who does business 
in the city. _He was more than six feet 
high, and evidently meant business, He 
stated, in belralf of the people of his state, 
that the suggestion in THE CONSTITUTION 
was unjust, and he xemarked furthermore, 
with some emphasis, tkat the people of his 
state rather than see negro supremacy at the 
south, would send a brigade*down here to 
prevent it. 

We commend this view of the matter to 
the serious attention of the republican con- 
gressmen, who insist that the negroes 
shall take hold of affairs here whenever 
theyeare in the majority. 


Floods in the Southwest. 

The spring floods are causing considerable 
tineasiness in the lowlands of Mississippi and 
Louisiana. . 

South of the Tennessee state line some 
15,000 square miles of productive lands are 
protected by levees that have cost about 
$40,000,000, nearly all of which sum has been 
paid by the states interested. Whether these 
alykes will stand the floods or not is as yet an 
unsettled questiorw#eut if they give satisfac- 
lion during the present season, it is safe to 
say that they will be improved and strength- 
ened into a permanent system of broad and 
lofty embankments. 

Recently the fear has been expressed that 
gm possible break in the levees near New Or- 
Jeans would send the raging waters rushing 
through the city, sweeping away everything 
in sight. The bare thought of such a ¢a- 
Jamity is enough to make one’s blood run 
cold with horror, The wreck and desola- 


tion caused by a great fire or a cyclone would. 


be surpassed by the destruction that would 
accompany such an inundation. 

The New Orleans Picayune claims that 
such fears are entertained by persons who do 
not understand the situation. It says that 
the city’s only serious experience with a 
flood was in 1849, when a levee gave way at 
a plantation seventeen miles up the river. 
The water rushed into the city and covered 
about: half of it. Since that time the 
streets have been raised, additional levees 
have been built, and it is thought that at the 
very worst nothing more than a few feet of 
Waterin the city will ever occur, but even 
that would bea misfortune, and must be 
prevented, if possible. The Picayune is sat- 
isfied that there is no danger of a torrent 
that would sweep away houses and people.

ent, which as the Bible says, it is my duty | 


to increase.. 1 mean with all my strength to 
so trade with my talent that I will be ena- 
bled to add many another thereto. Those 
who help me I will heartily welcome; those 
who oppose me I dash to pieces.”’ 

“This is tlie talk of a rash young man. No 
ruler in Europe can afford to talk about 
dashing the people to pieces. Men no 
longer believe in the divine right of kings, 
or in the one man power. An ex-queen of 
Spain and an ex-empress of France are now 
in exile, while within the past few months 
the emperor of Brazil has been pulled down 
from his throne. In England, royalty has 
degenerated into a mere pageant. In Rus- 
sia it is always dodging | the nihilists. 
Everywhere the throne is.a diminishing 
power. 

The German emperor ignores the spread 
of democratic ideas, the lessons of history, 
and the significance of the recent election in 
his own country. His re-assertion of his 


st te 
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divine right to rule, and his threat to anni- | 


hilate his opponents will only make his ene- 
mies all the more determined. It is too 


late in an enlightened country like Germany | 


to attempt to strip the people’s representa- 
tives in parliament of their power. There 
are millions of Germans who are tired of im- 
perialism. They do not want to be forced 
into the army to fight their war-lord’s bat- 
tles. They are unwilling to be taxed for 
the support of an immense military estab- 
lishment, 

After all, when the people assert them- 
selves, they are the state. More than one 
king has been forced to realize this when he 
was dragged.to the scaffold or driven into 
exile, and if the Emperor William is wise he 
will profit by their example. ‘ 


Of Importance to Farmers. 

It is to be noted that while the boards of 
trade and the exchanges are doing their best 
to suppress the bucket-shops, they are not 
making any effort to put a stop to the gam- 
bling that is the basis of the bucket-shops. 
On the contrary, the boards of trade and the 
exchanges are suppressing the bucket-shops 
in their own, and not the public’s interest. 

The vast amount of gambling that is done 
in these small concerns they hope to trans- 
fer to their own establishments. They are 
not trying to put a stop to gambling and spec- 
ulation; they are-trying to destroy competi- 
tion. ‘They know that the volume of gam- 
bling and speculation will be as large when 
all the bucket-shops are closed as when they 
were running. 

The important fact ‘to. farmers in connec- 
tion with this speculative gambling, is ¢dn- 
tained in a statement recently made by Mr. 
Pillsbury, the largest miler in the country. 
Mr. Pillsbury says that the indirect effect of 
this speculation in. wheat, corn and other 
agricultural products is indirectly ruining 
farmers, and he must be regarded as an au- 
thority on the subject, since his large inter- 
ests in grain give him knowledge on the sub- 
ject, * 

Mr. Pillsbury says that the selling of a 
million bushels of fictitious wheat depresses 
the market just as much as.if the actual pro- 
duction were increased that much, and what 
is true of wheat must also be true of corn 
and oats, and also of cotton. A fact of more 


significance to. the country and of more im- 


portance to the farmers Could: not be con- 
ceived, 
This is a matter for the alliance to take 


up and deal with. 


Georgia Chautauquas. 

The Chautauqua idea has taken hold of 
Georgia, as every good idea does, and at. 
least a hundred towns in the state, of great 
and small proportions, are talking through 
their newspapers of something of the kind, 
The second annual session of the Georgia 
Chautauqua opened yesterday at Albany 
with flattering prospects of success, and there 
is no doubt but that it will surpass the first 
in every particular. It is this which has 
awakened such an interest in educational 
matters in southwest Georgia; the novelty 
of the Chautauqua movement first attracts, 
then the real benefits that are reaped from it 
commend it to the people as an institution 
whose scope is wide, and whose purposes ars 
pure. Instruction and pleasure make an 
excellent combination, and it is here that 
the people can enjoy both at the same time. 

Perhaps it would be well if every town in 
the state could have a Chautauqua of its 
own one month in each year, No. matter 
how humble it might..be,. no matter how 
limited its scope, it would be a souree both 
of pleasure and literary profit. to the people. 
Even an educational campmeeting would 
have its rewards,

ground unbroken, or -any seed tnsown, | 
This we infer from the accounts that come 
to us from all sections of the state of work 
mapped out by the farmers for the year; and 
if all signs do not fail—which they are only 
said to doin dry weather—the farmers will 
do the hardest year’s work of their lives in 
1890, and will add to the prestige and plenty 
of 1889, a year whose bright abundance | 
topped high their barns and storehouses and 
made their purses fat. : 
No, they are not wasting any unnecessary | 
time in political discussion in the field or | 
farm just yet; they are plowing and sowing;

The Silver Question. 

General Thomas IL. Clingman, of Nerth 
Carolina, has written an address to congress 
on the subject of the silver question. We 
have not seen the full text of the doenment, 
but an extract printed in an exchange leads 
us to believe that he makes seme sensible 
and interesting remarks. His address is in 
favor of the free coinage of silver, which 
would place silver bars on the same basis 
as gold bars. Asto the prebable results of 
this policay, General Clingman says; 

A capitalist might say that I will buy. silver in 
Europe and bring it here and get certificates for 
it at the old value. I can thus make a profit of a 
good per cent. The movement would canse a 
tiow of silver from Europe to us. Of course it 
would soon cause a riseof silver, but before it got 
up again to gold by our standatd we might 
obtain two or three thousand millions of silver. 
We could then have a broader basis of coin, and 
by supplying certificates increase greatly the 
money of our country. 

At present the amount of our enrrency is less 
than half that of England, and is not one-third 
of that of France in proportion to our population. 
We might by these means obtain a broader basis of 
stable currency, and with the aid of our green- 
backs rénder it more difticult for the banks, even 
if they desired it, to get up a panic. [Tam notan 
enemy to banks, but J am not willing to make 
them the governors of our country. 

The suggestion as to the amount of silver 
we would receive is, of course, an inten- 
tional exaggeration. It is made for the pur- 
pose of meeting the old stock argument of 
the monometalists, to the effect that if the 
coinage of silver were made free the United 
States would be made the dumping ground 
for all the demonetized silver of Europe. 

This argument is plausible enough, if it 
isn’t insisted on too strongly. As a matter 
of fact, it gives the death blow -to another 
stock argument invented by the monometal- 
ists. ‘They declare that the silver question

is an international question, and that the | 


free coinage of silver in the United States 
would have no appreciable effect on the price 
of silver in the European nations where it 
is demronetized. 

It will be seen that the ‘‘dumping-ground”’ 
argument doesn’t fit with the ‘‘internation- 
al’? argument, for it must inevitable follow 
that if bullion silver can be disposed of in 
this country on a gold basis, it will com- 
mand the same price in Europe, Thus, 
without any apparent trouble, the mono- 
metalists wipe their own arguments off the 
blackboard, and in their excessive zeal and 
enthusiasm fail to perceive the damage they 
are doing to their cause. 

They have, however, another argument. 
They say that if the mints are opened to the 
free coinage of silver, gold would speedily 
leave the country and be driven out of cir- 
The effect of this argument has 
already been more than discounted. It was 
employed by the monometalists when the 
Bland bill was up for discussion, and the 
prophets among them declared that when 
that measure went into operation gold would 
disappear before the cheaper metal, Re- 
sults have demonstrated that that there was 
nothing but wind and ignorance in this ar- 
gument. The Bland bill has been in opera- 
tidn several years, and there is more gold in 
the treasury and in circulation than there 
was when the compulsory coinage of silver 
began. 

A curious feature about this argument in 
regard to the disappearance of gold from the 
country, is the fact that the monometalists 
employ it in a sort of hysterical and exclam- 
atory way, as if they expected pedple to be 
alarmed. Hysterics are not very alarming, 
however, especially in cold type, and we have 
thus far failed to observe any disposition on 


the part of the publie to become panic- 


stricken over the idea that the free coinage 
of silver would drive gold out of the coun- 
try. 7 

There is nothing alarming: in the argu- 
ment, and there would be’ hothing alarming 
in the fact. Gold has never been much of &’ 
circulating medium, for the reason that sil- 
ver has always been the more convenient 
metal. With silver bullion on a par with 
gold, and plenty of the metal in circulation. 
the people would never miss gold. It would 
go out of circulation because the people 
didn’t want it.

Was Illegal, and So Woald Have Been the 


Atlanta Election, If Held Last Satur- 
day—The Judge's Ruling. 


It 


The city council hit the nail on the head 
when it decided to postpone the bond election 
for waterworks and sewers until the question 


of its legality was settled by the supreme | 


court. ; 

Yesterday that question was settled. 

And the Atlanta election, if held, would 

have been void in the sight of the law of the 
state. 
The case decided yesterday by the supreme 
court was that of injunction in a bond election 
in Albany, in which the same question of reg- 
istration as in Atlanta arose. 


e legislature has the right to authorize 
and require the registration of voters in a 
town or city, but the regulations prescribed 
must be reasonable and impartial and calcu- 
lated to facilitate and secure thé constitutional 
right of suffrage, and not to subvert, or in- 
juriously, upreasonably or wnnecessarily re- 
strain, impair er impede the right. (Namerous 
authorities were here cited.) It frequently 
happens that if an election for mayor and 
council there is no opposition, or a com- 

romise ticket is run; and the voters 
eeling no special, interest in that elec- 
tion, neglect to register, as was the case here, 
for the bill alleges that: upwards of 700 voters 
failed to register for the ember election. 
When, however, it is it proposed to tax the 
people of a city, every voter who has property, 
or who expects to own property, is interested 
to the amount of the taxation he may be re- 
quired to pay, When his pocket and his int- 
erests are thus involved, he usually wishes to 
vote; and any Jaw, rule or regulation which 
does not give him a reasonable opportunity to 
qualify himself as an elector is void. 

“If the mayer and alderman had the power 
and authority to order this special election 
under the old registration, two months after 
the registration had closed, what would pre- 
vent them from ordering it six nonths cr 
eleven months thereafter? Is the registration 
list, which is taken for a special purpose once 
a year, to govern and control the qualified vo- 
ters of the city for a who'te year, and to de- 
termine the right to vote upoe questions which 
may not have been anticipated at the time of 
such registration? . . . . The true law is 
that whenever a registration is ordered, it 
should give the voters an opportunity, as near 
day of Section as practicable, for qualifying: 
themselves voters. ee 

An intimaticn as to what would not be ana 
unreasonable time may be inferred from Judge 
Simmons’s referee to a decision of the supreme 
court of Kansas, rendered by Judge Brewer, 
now of the supreme court of the United States. 
In that case (State vs. Butts, 2 Pacitic Re- 
porter, 618) it was held that for the regis- 
tration. to close ten days before’ the 
election was not an unreasonable time. Judge 
Simmons says “Judge Brewer’s opinion is 
able and well considered, and we think lays 
down the correct rule as to the reasonableness 
“or unreasonableness of registration acts.”’ 

The court, in conclusion, says: 

“The mayor and aldermen should either 
have ordered a new registration, and given all 
the qualified voters a reasonable opportunity 
to qualify themselves as electors, er else should 
have allowed all qualitied voters to vote with- 
out registration.’’ 

Mayor Glenn was asked yesterday his opinion 
of the decision and its bearing on the Atlanta 
election and what effect it would have. He 
dia not feel at liberty to talk upon the matter. 
Neither did a number of other city officials. 
All preferred to wait until the council took ac- 
tion at its next meeting, when the election will 
probably be ordered.

HIS LAST DAY. 


Saying that He Does Not Want to Live—He 
Reiterats the Story Told Weeks Ago— 
Mr. Jim Hawes Talks. 

THE CONSTITUTION this morning prints the 
last lines Dick Hawes ever wrote. 

They were written Friday morning just be- 
fore Hawes ate his last meal. 

The letter—for the lines form a letter, is to 
Mr. Jim Hawes, and is fall of the tenderest 
love for his boy, his brother, his brother’s wife, 
and Miss Mayes Story. In every line, in 
every word, the deepest despondency, how- 
ever, isapparent. Soon after Hawes arose on 
the morning of his execution, he asked for 
some paper, and for a half hour busied him- 
self with the letter. Then when he had fin- 
ished it, he folded the pages carefully and 
evenly. 

“Get me an enyelope,’’ he said to the death- 
watch. 

The envelope was provided, and into it 
Hawes put the letter. His tongue ran along 
the gunimed flap until the muscilage was 
damp. Then he pressed fhe lid upon the en- 
velope and Dick Hawes’s last story was sealed 
from the world, and sealed to be broken only 
after he was dead. Turning the envelope 
upon his Bible Hawes wrote upon the back:

Hawes pushed the letter through the tines:

Hawes gaves him the letter, and the friend 
kept his word. On Saturday he searched for 
Mr. Jim Hawes and gave up the letter. 

And here it is: . 

FRIDAY MORNING, February 28, 1890.—My Dear 
Brother: Iam writing you this letter under many 
difficulties, and hope you will forgive me for the 
great trouble and pain and expense I have caused 
you. Dear brother, every time I see you it almost 
kills me; please try and bear it, and don’t worry 
over it more than you can help. Brother, surely 
God in His infinite mercy will not condemn me as 
every one here on earth has done, When you get 
this I will be gone before Him, who isa right- 
eous and just judge. He knows all things. He 
ean look at it without being afraid of public opin- 
jon, and He surely can see what 1 have went 
threugh on earth, and He is bound to be merciful 
tome, Jim. My dear brother, you have been so 
good to me I hate to ask you to do more, as you 
have, I know, done without things you and your 
fainily onght to have had.

For several years 
past he has been under the ordérs of the col- 
lecting department, and to him all] the bills 
for paving, curbing and sidewalks have been 
intrusted. 

These bills are all made out by the city engi- 
neers by whom they are turned over to the 
city clerk, who gives his receipt for them. 
Then they are, or rather have been for years 
past, surrendered to Mr. Falton, who > 
upon the property-owners for the money. 
money received, it was Mr. Fulton’s duty a 
receipt the bill and return the money to the 
city hall. 

Last week Mr. Charles K. Maddox, assist- 
ant city clerk, begau checking up Mr. Fulton’s 
work; and found him about two hundred dol- 
lars short since July last. 

During that time Mr. Fuiton had collected 
in the neighborhood of $70,000 or $75,000. 

Mr. Fulton was notified of the shortage, but 
could not account for it. 

No one who knew him, however, had the 
most remote idea that there was anything 
crooked in his work. 

His reputation for honesty was too well es- 
tablished for that. 

But'the shortage came to the attention of 
the tax committee, and Friday night. Mr. W. 
M. Middlebrooks, chairman of that commit- 
tee, ordered an investigation. On Saturday 
the investigation continued, and during . the 
day Mr. Middlebrooks swore out a warrant 
charging Mr. Faltou with embezzlement. 

He was not arrested thongh. 

During the investigation Mr. Fulton dis- 
covered that he had received a check from the 
Hayden estate which he had not collected. 
Then a check which Judge Marshall J. Clarke 
had given him turned up, and another was 
These discov eries reduced the shortage 
to $42. That evening, however, Mr. Middle- 
brooks notified Mr. Fulton that he would have 
to make the shortage good and _ reiinquish his 
position.

Mrs. Lane nursed her wrath for several days 
and yesterday morning concluded to “go and 
see them law coyotes.” 

The dusty clock over the mayor's head had 
just marked ten when Mrs. Lane appeared. 
She marked him as the cause of the indignity 
and began a heated speech. . Her phraseology 
was not couched in legal terms, not ‘were hef 
apdeey gracefully rounded, but if there was a 
anrel for explosive and vituperative Texan- 
Saxon, then Mrs. Lane must have been 
crowned amid a richness of expletive that 
shook the dust from the walls and nearly 
made His Honor grow purple with insulted 
amazement. But Mrs Lane’s tongue went 
tight on as merrily asthe swish of the bull- 
whacker’s whip. 

The mayor finally caught his breath, and re- 
gaining his dignity, which had been paralyzed 
by the novel assault, cried, ‘‘Great heavens! 
Stop her, stop her! Policeman, place that 
woman under arrest!’’ 

Policeman Robertson advanced to obey the 
order. He arrived just within an arm’s 
length of Mrs. Lane. She had closed her 
mouth with a wicked snap and her eyes seemed 
to shoot green fire. Robertson reached out 
his hand to take her by the shoulder, when 
her right arm shot out, straight from tee shoul- 
dergand a big, red fist caught the policeman 
squarely on the nose.

Money Claimed by Florida. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Senator Pascoe

Chances of Death in War. 
From the St. Louis Republic, 

No doubt every reader of the Republic has seen 
the statement that it takes a man’s weight of led 
to kill him in battle, and they may have consid- 
ered it to be merely a rhetorical hyperbole, sug- 
gested by the fact that comparatively few out of 
the whole number of shots fired in heat of battle 
take effect. Marshall Saxe, we believe, first made 
the assertion which fotms the base of the above, 
when he said it would take 125 pounds of lead and 
thirty-threa pounds of powder to put 
each of the enemy in the long _ trench. 
Wiid and visionary as this may seem, 
it appears that there was more truth 
than poetry in the remark. - With all the improve- 
ments which have been made in the art of war 
since the days of Saxe, Cassendi, the French sa- 
vant, proves that the great marshal’s philosoph- 
ical remark still holds good. 

At the battle 6f Solferino, according to Cassen 
di’s carefully deduced calculations, a com- 
parison of the number of shots fired on 
the AWfistrian side with the number of killed 
and wounded on the part of the enemy, 
shows that 700 bullets were expended for 
each man wounded, and 4,200 for each man 
killed. The average weight of the ball used was 
30 grains, therefore it must have taken at least 126 
kilograms, or 227 pounds of lead for each man 
killed. Yet Solferino was a most im- 
vortant and bloody battle In the 

ranco-Prussian war the slaughter- caused 
by the needle gun among the French soldiers 
shows how much superior that gun 1s to the Aus- 
trian carbine: yet, with that deadly weapon 
12,300 shots were fired forevery soldier destroyed 
in the enemy’s ranks. Verily there was good 
foundation for Bogert’s ungrammatieal remark : 
‘War is awful, buc the noise of war is awfuller.”’

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
j 


Exchange. 

New York. March 10.—-There was little of the 
etock market today outside of dealings in Read- 
ine. thoneh a few stocks in sympathy with that 
ste: b showed marked strength at times. The 
fear of conséquences of the completion of the 
deal, however, kept the general list in a feverish 
and generally unsettled condition througheut the 
day. aud a raid by the bears in. the last hour upon 
the easing off of pressure upon shorts m Reading, 
resulted in wiping out most of the early gains in 
the rest of the stock. Shorts in Reading this 
morning found themselves in a tight’ place. 
Daring the forenoon, at least the corner in 
Readine absorbed the entire attention of the 
street. and out of a total of 171,000 shares of listed 
etocksS traded in over 127,000 were in Reading, 
and for the first half hour over 50,000 shares of that 
stock was dealtin. For the day it furnished 256,- 
440 shares out of 379,593, or about two-thirds of the 
entire business in listed stocks. The record for 
one day is certainly eclipsed by thjs. The losses 
of the bears have been very heavy, the combina- 
tion Lulling Reading being a very strong one, and 
one likely to stay, though the bears claim that the 
short interest in the stock has been entirely elimi- 
nated by the operations of the day, and this claim 
was given some color by a rapid decline in the last 
hour. but it had the appearance of a bear 
raid more than anything else. A large 
crowd gathered in the stock before the 
opening. and everyone was bidding with no 
#tock apparently for sale. The price rose from 
381..c to 40c, when the bidding for cash lots began, 
and while sales the regular way were made as 
hich as 413,c. cash sales were run up to 4254¢, and 
ihe difference at times. was evew# larger than that. 
Bidding for cash lots continued very urgent. up to 
noon, after which there was less demand for it 
until 2 o'clock, but in the last.hour very little of 
the stock was sold that way. This squeezing 
gives evidence of how largely fhe market has been 
overspread, and in Lackawanna and Atchison to- 
aay there were miniature squeezes, and it is be- 
hieyed that a similar movement in all active 
stocks would cause a corresponding amount of 
distress among the bears in other stocks. Beyond 
the movements in the stock mentioned there was 
little in today’s market, and dullness and stagna- 
tion, with a feverish tone. marked the trading. 
Sugar was an exception, however, and whjle it ran 
off at first a material advance followed, most of 
which was retained at the close. Among the low- 
priced shares, Louisville, New Albany and Chicago 
was conspicuous for one of its sharpadvances, but 
Union Pacific and Tennessee Coal were specially 
weak
